Children nil rbm iwe eidttd 
by the war. Many of them 
ntmld and ttying hard to c 
thrlr fear belilnd amrcsslve 
ditct. Many ore too Irlehtcned to 
da anythlRff but tremble In ol. 
|i)'«nce. Some ore so worried that 
"they do rot eat properly, nor aleep 
well. They cannot concentrate on 
onythlnB. not even their play, nor 
Uielr school work; Their only rcllel 
Is In the comforting presence of fa- 
ther and mother. 

Rearing a family ts a 34-hour i 
dtiy day Job.anyUmB but In wc. 
time It takes four or five tlmeo tho 
31 hours o day. Sot only are father 
(ihd mfather needed but every 
Icaclier, -every relleloua le«dcr, 
every social service worker, every 
friend of chUdhoood. Ws are not do- 
inR hair enoughv'to mtatn the 
children, protect them from tho 
(rtll effectn of the war. Our con- 
•cicnce needs rouslnj.
